Research Initiative (CCRI); $7.4M to reactivate activities requested under Clima
Services (COS) in the FY2005 President’s Budget; and $1.6M to restore funding requ
other ongoing climate activities. 
 
What are the benefits? This increase responds to the long-term observational req
predictions and assessments. Funding to reactivate COS activities will ensure co
observing networks such as the highly-regarded Climate Reference Network (CRN) a
Observatories. NOAA will be able to ensure critical monitoring of long-term trends
variables and to improve forecasting capabilities and applications development over ti
to seasons.  
 
Why do we need it? These programs serve as a foundation for NOAA’s participati
U.S. Climate Change Science Program (CCSP) by funding important research and 
thereby reducing uncertainties in climate change science.
